I think eventually 
you'll find that the size of 
your cows will fit your 
innnflgement. So tie your 
management to the cows 
that will reproduce for 
you," began Martin 
Jorgenson. 

And what followed were a 
variety of experiences and 
proven production methods 
by western cattlemen, all 
with the emphasis on 
setting goals for production. 
The cattlemen and 150 other 
stockmen met Sept. 10, for a 
Beef Cattle Clinic at 
California Polytechnic State 
University, San Luis 
Obispo. 

Jorgenson has establish¬ 
ed himself as one of the 
most progressive cattle 
breeders In this country, 
and currently serves as 
president of the Beef 
Improvement Federation. 


"We can eliminate* 20% of 
the U.S. cattle inventory 
today and produce the same 
product," said the Ideal, 
S.D., cattleman in citing the 
progress he has made. 
During any 10 year period 
since 1960, the weaning 
weights on calves from his 
herd has risen from 130-135 
lb. 

A variety of cattlemen on 
four panels backed up 
Jorgenson’s remarks with 
details on how they have set 
goals, and are going about 
achieving them. 

"A cattle herd has to 
continually improve, be¬ 
cause like in any other 
business, its value de¬ 
creases if U is allowed to 
stagnate," commented San 
White, manager of Deer 
Valley Ranch, San Miguel, 
Calif. 

He's Improved his herd 
through records.

his commercial cows by a 
simple one, two, three, etc., 
basis at wenning time, and 
again as yearlings. This 
allows him to tab the top 
producers for replace¬ 
ments, without having to 
depend on hiB eyeball. To 
illustrate his point, he 
showed the audience three 
of his heifers—one small, 
one medium sized and one 
large. On a strict eyeball 
basis, most ranchers go for 
size. But the records 
showed age and gainabillty 
on the heifers actually 
reversed that decision for 
White. His major draw¬ 
backs with the records— 
keeping eartags for positive 
identification in cows' ears, 
and immediate tagging of 
calves. 

Crossbreeding is the 
tnosL effective way of 
increasing production, Dr. 
Tony Cunhn, dean of the 
California Polytechnic State 
University, Pomona, school 
of agriculture, noted. 

"All breeds have their 
place," he told the seminar, 
“but must bo used properly 
to avoid a mongrel herd. 
Crossbreeding British 
breeds brings a 10-20% 
production increase for the 
FI cross; Britlah-Brahman 
ci'ossus bring a 36% 
increase; and exotic in¬ 
creases bring a little more 
increase than the British 
crosses because they are 
less alike." 

Wolfsen Land and Cattle 
Co., Los Banos, Calif., and 







Adel, Ore., has had 
extensive experience with 
crossbreeding using Here¬ 
ford, Angus and Brangus. 

1 ‘These feeders far outstrip¬ 
ped our straightbred 
cattle,” said Warren Wolf- 
sen. "We first figured out 
what we wanted. We were 
aware of what Brahman 
blood does to the carcass 
and feeding ability of cattle, 
so we combined the best 
traits of several breeds." 

Mickey Waddoups runs 
2600 cows on 147,000 acres 
on the island of Hawaii. 
Ranching on land from sea 
level to 8000 feet, and with 
annual rainfall from eight to 
over 100 inches, creates 
peculiar stress problems for 
cattle. Crossbreeding 
appealed the way to begin 
improving the commercial 
herd. Santa Gertrudis bulls 
were crossed with the 
Hereford cow herd, with 
good results. This Fl croas 
proved a good brood cow 
and weathered the stress 
well, but wasn’t a top 
carcass animal. Thus a 
three-way cross with Angus 
was tried and has been very 
successful. 

Composition of the feeder 
animal was examined by a 
composition panel. Bob 
Beechinor of Beechinor 
Cattle Feeding. Bakers¬ 
field, Calif., listed six 
selection criteria he uses; 1) 
temperament, he doesn't 
buy wild uBttle; 2) weight, 
preferably 600-600 lb. so 
they will grade Ht 1000- L060 
lb.; 3) age, ideally a yearling 
around 6001b.; 4) condition, 
thin but with decent 
nutrition for ndequnte 
growth; 6) conformation, 
especially a good head and 
trim; and 6) breeding, 
preferably crossbred with 
the black baldie about as 
good as there is. 

Genetic changes, rather 
than conditions, should 


control the percentage of fat 
we talk about in cattle, 
added Doug Bennett. Ore¬ 
gon Hereford Ranch, Echo. 
"If you change the body 
type, you change the 
composition. Taller, bigger 
types have more growth and 
muscle and less fat.'' 

Too much emphasis is 
placed on the USD A 
grading system, "we only 
use one grade now—choice 
— anyway," said meat 
specialist Jack Gesler, Cal 
Poly, Pomona. Now over 
60% of cattle are ground up 
for hamburger, in 1986 that 
will be 65%. McDonalds 
alone makes 1.76 million 
pounds of hamburgers a 
week for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and Hawaii at its 
Hawaii plant; 2 million 
pounds during the summer 
weeks. 

Bone and lean in cattle 
don't vary much, mainly fat. 
This lean to fat ratio 
difference costs producers 
over $2 million annually in 
trim costs, noted Bill 
Jacobs, Cal Poly, Sen Luis 
Obispo. 

"Should we continue to 
try to make all breeds look 
alike?" questioned Jacobs. 
"Now everyone is stressing 
the 'ideal 1 animal. We'd 
better start realizing that 
the breeds are different now 
and we should keep them 
that way so they will 
maintain their value in 
erosshreeding." 

The carcass traits nre the 
most heritable, while grow¬ 
th trails are modorately 
heritable and reproductive 
traits very low in heritabil- 
Hy. explained Dr. Craig 
Ludwig, director of Total 
Performance Registry for 
the American Hereford 
Assn. The carcass area is 
the most accessable to 
improvement for cattlemen, 
he said.

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(Continued from pagel) 
prices being paid to 
producers for their animals 
and higher prices paid by 
consumers for meat. This 
situation reduced confi¬ 
dence In the meat industry 
and reflects budly on all 
meat packers." she said. 

As soon as the necessary 
amendments can be drafted 
and published in the federal 
register, Foreman said 
USDA's Food Safety and 
Quality Service (FSQS) will 


propose to revise current 
meat grading regulations to 
permit grading of meat only 
in whole carcass form, and 
only at the packing plant 
where the animal was 
slaughtered. This would 
result in more uniform 
applications of grade stan¬ 
dards. ft would also 
eliminate the present prac¬ 
tice of grading individual 
carcass quarters which can 
at times result in a higher 
grade being applied to a

particular quarter Lhan 
would be assigned to the 
whole carcass from which it 
came. 

The revised regulations 
require carcasses to be 
refrigerated for a specific 
period prior to grading. This 
would eliminate discrep¬ 
ancies in grading resulting 
from the fact that marbling 
may be more apparent in a 
chilled carcass than in a 
warm carcass. Some allega¬ 
tions have been made that 
packers will pay producers 
on the basis of what the 
warm carcass would grade, 
but then sell the meat after 
it has been chilled and then 
graded. 

Further, the regulations 
prohibit labeling with a 
"yield" designation any 
carcass or cut which has 
been trimmed in such a way 
that the yield grade mark is 
removed. 

In addition, Foreman said 
FSQS is now implementing 
a number of administrative 
procedures to increuse the 
accuracy and uniformity of 
the meat grading service. 
These include; 

• Doubling the frequen¬ 
cy of national supervisory 
reviews of grading offices 


throughout the country. 

• Increasing the number 
of first-line supervisors by 
10%, not only to provide for 
improved day-to-day review 
of the accuracy of each meat 
grnder's work, but also to 
decrease opportunities for 
bribery. 

• Increasing the super¬ 
visory time devoted to 
training all new meat 
graders. 

• Stepping up the fre¬ 
quency of refresher training 
for all graders.

• Monitoring for compli¬ 
ance the consent orders 
signed by meat packers who 
have violated grading regu¬ 
lations. ConsenL orders are 
presently in effect in 20 of 
26 plants in southern 
California and Arizona. 
Four of the 26 have gone out 
of business and the 
remaining two are expected 
to sign consent orders 9oon.

supervisor and he says: 
"The system is a license to 
steal/' 

He went with us to visit 
supermarkets in San Diego. 
Calif. 

The first two were fine. 
The third, a Fed-Mart 
Supermarket, that buys 
most of Us meat from a local 
packer called C & M, 
wasn't. 

So what do we have here, 
Mr. Coplin? 

Coplin: We have a 
hindquarter of beef that 
weighs around 160, 160 
lbs., that's graded USD A 
Choice that only qualifies 
for USDA Good. 

Rather: Are you sure of 
that? 

Coplin: No question in my 
mind. This carcass — this 
hindquarter is A maturity 
and it has a slight amount of 
marbling. 

Rather: Explain it to me? 
Coplin: Which qualifies it 
as US Good grade. You see, 
another thing about this 
piece of meat, it's very soft. 
Sort of on the mushy side. 
Out-and-out Choice meat 
will not be soft, it will be 
firm. 

Rather: How many, just 
off-hand, can you see here 
that are marked Choice that 
you think should be marked 
Good? 

Coplin: These four hind¬ 
quarters here. 

Rather; All four of them? 
Coplia: All four of them. 
Rather: But how can you 
tell, Mr. Coplin? 

Coplin: How can I tell 
what grade it should be? 
Rather: Yes. 

Coptlm On just by the 
technical grade factors. The 
maturity — 

Rather: Is that just a 
judgment call? 

Coplin: No, sir. 

Rather: Is what you're 
telling me that any decent 
grader could tell that this 


should be marked Good 
instead of Choice? 

Coplin: There’s no ques¬ 
tion in my mind, Mr. 
Rather. We have — 

Rather: What Coplin 
found is not rare. It happens 
all over the country. And is 
made easier when the men 
who buy the meat for the 
supermarkets are accepting 
fraudulently upgraded meat 
in return for under-the- 
counter payoffs. There ’b 
probably not a butcher in 
the country who doesn't 
know how the scheme 
works. 

Tom Lewis owns a 
butcher shop in San Diego- 

You ever run across a 
buyer who's on the take? 

Lewis: Have I ever run 
across a buyer that'B been 
on the take? As far as 
having the luxuries that he 
needs and the things that he 
wants and the monies on the 
side? 

Rather: Money or other 
filing s on the side from the 
packing house people? 

Lewis: Sure. It's common 
knowledge. The buyers for 
the chain stores are treated 
like they're kings. 

Rather: Payoffs to the 
men who buy the meat, for 
the big supermarkets in¬ 
clude cash, tickets to sports 
events, hunting and fishing 
trips, and even women. The 
buyer for the Fed-Mart 
chain where John Coplin 
found the upgraded beef is 
George Rafalovich. 

When one of your 
employees calls you or says 
to you, "Hoy, I don’t think 
this meat is really Choice 
although it’s stamped 
Choice...." Do you come 
look at it? 

Rafalovich: Absolutely. 
Rather: How often does 
that happen? 

Rafalovich: I've probably 
had one call in the lost three 
years. 


Rather: Have you had one 
this week? 

Rafalovich: Yes. 

Rather: Did you check it 
out? 

Rafalovich: Yes. 

Rather: And what was the 
outcome? 

Rafalovich: I was of the 
opinion the beef was a 
legitimate Choice cattle. 

Rather: And that's based 
on your experience? 

Rafalovich: Yes, that's 
correct. 

Rather: You’re aware 
that accusations have been 
made that you attend 
parties with people who 
work for C & M, grade for 
C & M? 

Rafalovich: No. 

Rather: That C & M 
contributes to a yacht of 
yours, for example? You 
were not aware of that? 

Rafalovich: No I'm not 
going to answer your 
questions. 

Rather: Could you tell me 
why? 

Rafalovich: Because I 
don't like the way you've 
conducted this. 

Rather: Could you tell me 
why? 

Rafalovich: Take that 
off. 

Rather: What we knew 
about Rafalovich came not 
only as a surprise to him, 
but also to his bosses. Two 
days after we filmed this 
interview Fed-Mart forced 
him to resign after he 
admitted that C & M 
Packing Co. had given him 
an engine and trailer for his 
boat. 

Fed-Mart spokesman is 
Larry Sherman: 

Sherman: Based on the 
information that we have 
now, Mr. Rafalovich did 
nothing to help the vendor 
in any way. According to the 
information that we have 
been provided, this was 
solely a gift from — from the 
vendor in recognition of Mr. 


Rafalovich's love for fishing 
and was not intended in any 
way to influence any 
decision that he made. 

Rather. That was in July. 
One month later, after 
conducting its own investi¬ 
gation, Fed-Mart confirmed 
to us what we already knew. 
That Fed-Mart, indeed, hod 
been supplied with improp¬ 
erly upgraded beef, which, 
in-turn, was sold to the 
public. 

But Fed-Mart insists that 
its food chain, like its 
customers, were victims, 
not violators. 

Fed-Mart also says that it 
is not the only chain selling 
upgraded beef. And it's 
right. 

We uncovered the same 
upgraded beef in other San 
Diego stores. 

Grading supervisor John 
Coplin says it's not limited 
to San Diego. He says the 
same has been found in 
other cities. Cities where 
packers were found guilty of 
bribing graders. 

Coplin: It's happened in 
Boston, Philadelphia, Balti¬ 
more, Chicago, St. Louis, in 
Texas. It’s happened in 
Denver. It's happened in 
Los Angeles. 

Rather: The last time 
packers got caught paying 
off graders was three years 
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Saturday, October 15 • 12 Noon

0 f it with nothing. And they 
was the ones that made all 
the money. 

Bather: Lueck ana the 
packers who were bribing 
Wm would not have been 
able to get away with that 
scheme If the government 
supervisors had been doing 
their job. But everyone 
(mew when a supervisor was 
scheduled to make a check. 

Even the men who drove the 
delivery trucks. Men like 
Orville Wright. 

Wright: They very sel¬ 
dom could run a kind of 
surprise check because the 
graders know they're com¬ 
ing, somehow. So, they get 
rid of the meat. 

Rather: While the Dep- 
partroent of Agriculture 
does not make too many 
surprise visits, it doos make 
films explaining how the 
grading system should 

work. 

Narrator [for film]: Only 
meat which has already 
been inspected for whole- 
someness can be graded for 
quality. And much of the 
meat sold today bears the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture grade marking. 

Take that beautiful cut of 
sirloin. It's the twelfth 
billion pound of federally 
graded meat for this year 
alone. Twelve billion 
pounds, that’s quite a 
figure. 

Use the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture grade mark 
as your guide in cooking and 
buying meat and you’re 
sure to get the best results. 

Rather: That is, you 
should pardon the expres¬ 
sion, bull. There are sixteen 
hundred packers nation¬ 
wide, that last year 
slaughtered forty-three mil¬ 
lion cattle. 

On a normal day aftor the 
cattle are stripped down and 
cleaned out and cut up, the 
average sized packer will 
have five hundred carcasses 
with a total weight of three 
hundred thousand pounds. 
The packer receives about 
three cents more per pound 
if the grade is Choice 
instead of Good. So, if the 
jverage packer upgrades 
tall of the five hundred 
carcasses each dny, oxtra 
Profit per packer, is four 
thousand five hundred 
“liars. Extra profit per 
day. 

Some Southern California 
packers admitted to upgrad¬ 
ing for over twenty years. 
How much did local 
consumers overpay? A class 
action suit filed this summer 
damra $1.7 billion.

teed in several ways, 
including that of the buyer 
for the restaurant or the 
supermarket actually going 
to the packing house and 
actually handpicking the 
meat. The buyer goes in the 
packing house cooler, 
chooses the meat he wants 
and as a way of insuring that 
he gets delivered what he 
has picked out, he brands it. 
Except this branding isn't 
done with a hot iron, it's 
done with a cold stamp, the 
buyers own stamp. He goes 
into the cooler and says: 
"That's the meat I want," 
and stamps it. 

Mayfair is a well-known 
WeBt Coast food chain. 
What isn't widely known, 
probably not even by 
Mayfair, is that this stamp 
is a counterfeit used to 
stomp inferior beef. 

For instance, after the 
buyer for Mayfair selects 
and stamps the Choice beef 
he wants and leaves the 
packing house, a packing 
house employee could trim 
off the Mayfair brand and 
use a counterfeit stamp to 
brand a cheaper side of beef 
with that duplicate Mayfair 
stamp. Now, Mayfair's 
original Choice can be sold 
to someone else, say the 
Bond Supermarket chain. 
Their brand is a B. And it, 
too, could be sliced off and a 
counterfeit B put on another 
side of beef. In fact, if the 
packing house had enough 
duplicate or counterfeit 
stamps and kept trimming 
off a buyer's real stamp, the 
packing house could sell the 
some side of Choice beef to 
six or seven stores before 
finally delivering it to one of 
them. 

Fred Cameron is vice 
president of C & M, the 
biggest packing house in 
San Diego. 

You mentioned earlier to 
me that over the past few 
years you'd had some 
problems. Could you des¬ 
cribe for me briefly what 
those problems were? Were 
those problems dealing with 
the marking of Choice, 
Prime. Standard? Or were 
they problems dealing with 
this store — the store 
buying stamps? 

Cameron: Well, I don't 
know what you mean by 
problems. We haven't had 
any great problems of any 
nature that I understand 


what you’re talking shout. 

Rather: Well, I thought 
there had been some 
accusations. Now, mind 
you, I'm saying what’s been 
said to me. That, for 
example, some of the 
buyers were not getting 
what they had stamped as 
theirs. And that was a 
continuing problem. 

Cameron: \ don't know 
what you mean, really. 

Rather: Well, could you 
explain to me what this 
stamp is? 

Cameron: I think prob¬ 
ably whRt you guys ought to 
do is leave. 

Rather: 1 don't under¬ 
stand. 

Cameron: Well, I don't 
think it's fair. I don't believe 
that that's at all fair. 

Rather: Weil, I'm going 
to give you an opportunity to 
tell me how you think it's 
unfair? 

Cameron: Well, I certain¬ 
ly will take the oppor¬ 
tunity — 

Rather: May 1 have that 
back (the stamp)? 

Cameron: I don't know. 
Does it belong to you? 
Rather: Yes, it does. 
Cameron: Where did you 
get it? 

Rather: I got it from 
someone who told me that 
you use that to put a 
different kind of stamp on 
the meat than the store 
buyer puL on his own meat. 

Cameron: Is that right? 
And I certainly am dis¬ 
appointed in you. Really, I 
am. 

Rather: I'd like Lo have 
back thal stamp, if you don't 
mind. 

Cnmernn: Come on, I’ll 
give it to you. 

Rather: Well, now, could 
you tell me what it is? This is 
a phony stamp isn't it? 

Cameron: I don't know 
what it is. And I’m ■— 
Rather: It isn't made out 
of metal, it doesn’t have a 
handle on the back. 

Cameron: Boy, oh boy, 
what a disgusting deal. 

Rather: We tried to 
persuade Cameron to come 
back and continue our 
conversation, he refused._ 
For years, John Coplin 
has been warning the 
Agriculture Department 
about these abuses. A 
memo he sent to his bosses 
in the 1960s alerted them 
that government graders in 


California might be getting 
payoffs. Coplin was 
ignored. The graders kept 
on getting paid off and their 
supervisora kept on getting 
promoted. Coplin, himself, 
hasn’t been promoted in 
twenty years. 

Coplin: If you’re one of 
the team, the buddy- 
buddies, they protect one 
another, And a man is 
awarded when he shouldn't 
be for a job he didn't do and 
promoted. 

Rather: And those who 
try to blow the whistle, such 
as yourself, are either 
demoted or stymied? 

Coplin: That's right. 
Rather: A postscript. 
While Coplin was blowing 
the whistle on the inside, 
criticism outside was led by 
Carol Foreman, who was 
heading up the Consumers 
Federation of America. She 
is now Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

When you were outside, 
you had many criticisms of 
the Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment. Now that you’re 
inside, how many of those 
criticisms do you find stand 
up? 

Foreman: I think they 
were all valid. 

Rather: Carol Foreman 
says she is determined to 
put a stop to the kind of 
dishonesty in the meat 


business that has been 
revealed in this report. 
She's already made person¬ 
nel changes among the 
graders and the supervis¬ 
ors. And she says, "it'sonly 
the beginning." 

But consumers have been 
getting a bum steer for 
years. 

And the men who profit 
from the system want things 


to go on as before. 

The packing houses and 
the protective buddy system 
among Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment supervisors have 
survived and prospered 
because they have outlasted 
previous efforts at reform.

"It's 
tho beef industry's respon¬ 
sibility to bring these facts 
into the open and reassure 
people that beef Is whole¬ 
some and healthful." 

To do so, the Beef 
Industry Council and stutu 
1 boef promotion organiza¬ 
tions aro kicking off an 
3800,000 national adver¬ 
tising campaign in Septem¬ 
ber with the Lhemo "Beef 
. . . the food you're right to 
like." 

The (.'Minpui/'ii is aimed at 
two key audiences. The first 
is the average adult con¬ 
sumer. This is Lite person 


who needs to be reassured 
there's nothing wrong with 
liking beef, Huston said. 

The campaign also ex¬ 
tends to reach medical and 
health care professionals— 
whom the public looks to for 
advice on diet and health.

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FED STEER PRICES should continue holding in the $40 
area or higher much of the remainder of the year, say 
analysts. Most areas are forced to continue marketing short 
fed cattle as supplies of heavier weight choice types remain 
severely limited.

Rising breeding costs 
keep cnttlemen on the look¬ 
out for ways to produce high 
quality stock economically. 

University of Wisconsin- 
Mudison veterinary resear¬ 
chers R.F. Rowe nnd M.R. 
Del Cumpo, with animal sci¬ 
entists!.R. French andO.J. 
Ginther, ore perfecting a 
breeding method that al¬ 
lows nnimals with desirable 
genetic qualities to produce 
multiple offspring each year 
by “borrowing” the repro¬ 
ductive tracts of less valu¬ 
able cows. 

A major prohlem in trans¬ 
ferring embryos from one 
cow to another has been 
cost. Until recently, the fer¬ 
tilized eggs had to be sur¬ 
gically ■ removed from tho 
donor cow nnd surgically 
implanted in the uterus of n 
recipient cow. Costs ranged 
from $3000-5000 for each 


embryo transferred. 

By infusing fluid into the 
uterus und recovering that 
fluid, the researchers suc¬ 
cessfully flushed six-day- 
old fertilized eggs loose 
from tho iileruses of donor 
cows. The recovered eggs 
wore transferred to less 
valuable recipient cows 
whose heat cycles were syn¬ 
chronized within a day of 
the donors. 

Eggs were implanted by 
two techniques—surgically 
through the flank or belly 
into the uterine horn of re¬ 
ceiving cows, or nonsur- 
gically through the cervix. 

About a month later, 70% 
of the cow's with surgically 
implanted embryos were 
pregnant. Only 38% of the 
ntmsurgically implanted an¬ 
imals were pregnant. Rowe 
says that tiousurgical trans¬ 
fer techniques must ap¬ 


se£tambor_iB^_i8£r_. 

proach normal breeding 
success rates—45-80% — 
for commercial use. 

Del Campo’s research in¬ 
dicates that transferred 
eggs grow most success¬ 
fully if they're introduced 
into the uterine horn ad¬ 
jacent to the ovary which 
boors the corpus luteum — 
u yellow endocrine body 
that forms when the animal 
ovulates. The corupus Lu¬ 
teum continually produces 
the hormone progesterone, 
which tells the animal's 
body that it's pregnant and 
keeps the animal from re¬ 
turning to heat. 

Rowe feels the non- 
surgical tranfer techniques 
will be porfectod within a 
year. Nonsurgical egg 
collection techniques have 
already reduced commercial 
costs to $1400-2000 per 
embryo, and when the 
transfer technique is more 
fully refined, embryo trans¬ 
fer breeding methods will 
bo economically fensible for 
commercial cattlemen.
